Berlin, Oct. 5 .—The Socialists will 
be thrown overboard in the new Ger­ 
man cabinet. 


It also appears most likely that 
Dr. Stresemann will try to return at 
the head of a small cabinet clothed 
with almost dictatorial power, and 
that the reichstag will he sent about 
its business. 
The provisional list of the new cab­ 
inet as it stands at this time is: 
Chancellor and foreign minister, Dr. 
Stresemann; defense and interior, Dr. 
Hugo Gessler; labor, Herr Brauns; 
finance and economics, Dr. Hans Lu­ 
ther; food administrator. Von Oppen; 
posts and railway s, Herr Heinrichs. 
Von Oppen is 
chairman 
of 
the 
union of 
agriculturists and 
stands 
near 
to 
the 
German 
Nationalists. 
Heinrichs is general director of the 
Deutsche VVerke and a noted organ­ 
izer. 
As soon as his list 
is complete 
Stresemann plans to submit it to the 
reichstag, without consulting any of 
the parties, and request the passage 
of a law conferring far-reaching pow­ 
ers on the new cabinet. 
Such a law 
would be equivalent to amending the 
constitution and hence would require 
a two-third» vots. 
The 
Socialists 
and 
Communists 
together could bloc k such a vote, but 
Stresemann believes he has secured 
the virtual assurance of 5 4 'Socialists, 
•who refused to vote against him Wed­ 
nesday , that they will refrain from 
voting. 
This would assure the pas­ 
sage of the dictatorship law, which 
he will ask. 
Whatever the outcome, one thing 
is certain: 
The political tide nearly 
every where in 
Germany is 
setting 
strongly to the right. 
JhiS is due in 
part to the growing feeling that Ger­ 
man parlimentariHin has failed, and 
in part to the uncompromising adher­ 
ence by the Socialists to their dog­ 
mas. 
The attitude of the Socialists 
is largely dictated by the realization 
that a surrender of their principles 
would cause many of their numbers 
to flee to the Communists. 
In view of the fact that only 115 
of the total of 173 Socialists in the 
reichstag voted Wednesday and the 
majority against 
the 
cabinet was 
only seven, efforts were made toward 
a reconstitution of the former coali­ 
tion. 
The Socialists balked entirely . 
The People’s 
party also 
objected, 
since the strong statement in their 
ranks is for participation in the gov­ 
ernment by the German Nationals, 
Bavaria’s uncompromising declara­ 
tion of war on Marx ism has plainly 
strengthened the war on 
socialism 
every where. 
It is learned that there 
is increasing sentiment in Wurtem- 
burg for a new state cabinet, with 
Nationals and without Socialists, and 
fws s ibly als o without Democrat« ,

New York, Oct. 5 .—The fight for an 
arrest in the death of Mrs. Gertie 
Gorman Webb, who is said to have 
been poisoned, has been carried to 
Albany by friend» of the dead woman, 
who will ask Governor Smith to in­ 
tervene in the investigation.. 
The friends of 
Mrs. Webb 
base 
their action on the fact that they 
claim Mrs. Webb, after she had been 
told she was dy ing, had made a state­ 
ment that she had been poisoneu and 
named the person who had given her 
the poison. 
It is said that when Dr. William J. 
Mey er fold Mrs. Webb y he was dy ing 
she called to her the woman nurse, 
Mrs. Robert F. Johnstone, a friend 
since girlhood, and Dr. Mey er and in 
their presence made the statem ent 
she had been poisoned. 
It is held by 
legal advisers of the friends of the 
dead woman that this constituted a 
binding dy ing declaration within the 
intent of the law and that an arrest 
should follow. 
If the district attorney 
of Westchester county does not or­ 
der an arrest, Governor Smith will 
be asked to act, as he did in the 
Ward case, they said. 
The governor said he thought it 
was going to be a too common prac­ 
tice, the asking of the state to inter­ 
vene in cases where the district at­ 
torney is empowered to act, but that 
he would take up the matter with 
Mrs Webb’s relatives and friends. 
The complete report of Dr. Alex an­ 
der Gettler, who ex amined the vis­ 
cera of Mrs. Webb, and discovered 
traces of poison, will be given to the 
Westchester county grand jury prob­ 
ably Monday , when it will be made 
public. 
His ex amination so far has 
revealed poison, but uot enough to 
have caused death. 
ft was announced also that Dr. 
Mey er, Mrs. Johnstone, Judge 
and 
Mrs. John F McInty re, George Tay ­ 
lor, A. B. Edgar, Francis Irwin. Dr. 
Ernest F. Krug and Dr. Davenport 
West, all of New York, will be called 
as witnesses before the grand jury . 
”1 want every possible witness to 
give every possible fact about this 
peculiar case to the grand jury ,” Dis­ 
trict Attorney Rowland said.

office, and pending appointment of a 
new matron. 
Crabbe charged that since McNa­ 
mara took over management of the 
institution, "cruel methods of pun­ 
ishment have again been resorted to” 
and that because of "horrible condi­ 
tions obtaining” there have been 204 
.escapes from the institution.

Oklahoma City , Oct. 5 .—What prom­ 
ise« to be the most colorful political 
battle ever staged in the southwest 
will be put on in Oklahoma nex t y ear 
and very likely with Governor John 
Calloway Walton, if he is alive at 
that time, making the race for United 
States senator. 
The boom for Walton to succeed 
Senator 
Owen 
already is ou, with 
pledges of support from all sections 
of the state. 
The preliminary steps in the sena­ 
torial campaign are being takeu with 
the bitterest factional spirit prevail­ 
ing ever known here. 
Households are 
divided, lifelong friendships have been 
shattered, and 
men of 
complacent 
mien all their lives are now carry ing 
six shooters. Many ministers have be­ 
come militant vicars of the Nazarene, 
with the "flaming sword” as their 
in ­ 
spiration. 
Religious 
prejudice 
has 
divided 
congregations ail 
over 
the 
state. 
In 
this 
surcharged 
atmosphere, 
with hatreds comparable to the hates 
of the civilian populations of France 
and Germany during the war, the 
Walton 
people 
have 
accepted 
the 
challenge and will go ahead irnmedi-1 
ateiy with their plans for capturing 
the 
senatorial 
nomination. 
There 
probably will be at least four Demo­ 
cratic candidates for the nomination 
in the primary , with the main bat­ 
tle 
centering 
around 
Walton 
and 
Senator Owen who will seek a re­ 
nomination, according to his friend« . 
Republican leaders, meantime, see 
a chance to cop another Republican 
senator from this state and possibly 
the electoral vote, with the Democrat­ 
ic force« 
so 
badly shattered. 
The 
factional strife, however, caused by 
the "‘invisible empire” is not confined 
to the Democrats. 
It also is smash­ 
ing the hegemony of the G. O. P. 
ranks in all parts of the common­ 
wealth.

“I decided to risk it and make a 
dash for Lachlming. in the heart of 
the wildest mountain ranges imag­ 
inab le, to get funds to carry on the 
work and to see me through to wher­ 
ev er God knows where I will emerge. 
“I had four Chinese drafts on the 
Lachlming salt mines from the Tall 
Salt office. 
Official Feared for His Life. 
“At first the Liklang official refused 
to giv e me an escort and saJd he 
feared for my life and would not let 
me go. 
Finally I said I must hav e 
money and I would risk It. 
He gav e 
me 
two 
opium-sodden, 
disreputab le 
wretches of soldiers as escorts. 
They 
were simply a nuisance nnd an ex­ 
pense. 
They were, of course, only to 
go as far as the next magistrate which 
is at Chien Oilcan. 
“There I got four soldiers as far 
as Lauping. 
Lauping is not on any 
map as it is in ansurv eyed territory. 
At Lauping which Is fiv e days west 
from Llkinng, I got fiv e soldiers and 
thence we started out through rhe 
wildest country imaginab le to Lachi- 
rnlng. 
Dense forests, 
deep 
rav ines, 
high mountain passes, the lov eliest and 
weirdest imaginab le. I was not afraid 
going to Lachlming, b ut I feared the 
return trip with ab out $4,000 in silv er 
in the trunks. 
“I took sev en of my Moso men along 
and fiv e soldiers from Lauping, b e­ 
sides myself, so we w ere thirteen peo­ 
ple in all. 
We reached 
Lachimlng 
safely and had no troub le to get the 
money.

Law suggested to the I 
Mike of O r­ 
leans, 
regent 
for 
the 
young 
King 
‘ Louis XV, the plan for the form ation 
of a sta te bank with pow er to Issue 
notes and accept 
deposits. 
It 
was 
from the success of this that the re 
arose the idea for the M ississippi com­ 
pany, an organization designed to ex ­ 
ploit the entire territory of Louisiana. 
Shares in the company, originally pur­ 
chased for $500, rose to $18,000. But, 
before m any m onths had passed, peo­ 
ple began 
to unload and

panic.

financial ruin staring F rance In the 
face, Law w as forced to resign and to 
retire to Brussels.

Dictatorship Law— Provisional List 
of Cabinet Members. 


Berlin, Oct. 5.— The Socialists will 
be thrown overboard in the new Ger­ 
man cabinet, 
It also appears most likely that 
Dr. Stresemann will try to return at 
the head of a small cabinet clothed 
with almost dictatorial power, and 
th at the reichstag will be sent about 
its business. 
The provisional list of the new cab­ 
inet as it stands at this time is: 
Chancellor and foreign minister, Dr. 
Stresemann; defense and interior. Dr. 
Hugo Gassier; labor, Herr Brauns; 
finance and economics. Dr. Hans Lu­ 
ther; food administrator. Von Op pen; 
posts and railways, Herr Heinrichs. 
Von Op pen is 
chairman 
of 
the 
union of 
agriculturists and 
stands 
near 
to 
the 
German 
Nationalists. 
Heinrichs is general director of the 
Deutsche \\ erke and a noted organ­ 
izer. 
As soon as his list is complete 
Stresem ann plans to .submit it to the 
reichstag, without consulting any of 
the parties, and request the passage 
of a law conferring far-reaching pow 
ors on the new' cabinet. 
Such u. law 
would be equivalent to amending the 
constitution and hence would require 
a two-th:nl» vote. 
The 
Socialists 
and 
Communists 
together could block such a vote, but 
Stresemann believes he has secured 
the virtual assurance of 54 ^Socialists, 
who refused to vote against him Wed­ 
nesday, that they will refrain from 
voting. 
This would assure the pas­ 
sage of the dictatorship law, which 
he will ask. 
W hatever the outcome, one thing 
Is certain: 
The political tide nearly 
everywhere in 
Germany is 
setting 
strongly to the right. 
Jhis* is due in 
part to the growing feeling that Ger­ 
man parlimentarism ha* failed, and 
in part to the uncompromising adher­ 
ence by the Socialists to their dog­ 
mas. 
The attitude of the Socialists 
is largely dictated by the realization 
that a surrender of their principles 
would cause many of their numbers 
to flee to the Communists. 
In view of the fact that only 115 
of the total of 173 Serialists in the 
reichstag voted Wednesday and the 
majority against 
the 
cabinet was 
only seven, efforts were made toward 
a reconstitution of the former coali­ 
tion. 
The Soc {alia ta balked entirely. 
The People’s 
party also 
objected, 
since the strong statem ent In their 
ranks is for participation in the gov­ 
ernment by the German Nationals. 
Bavaria’s uncompromising declara­ 
tion of war on Marxism has plainly 
strengthened the war on 
socialism 
everywhere. 
It is learned that there 
is increasing sentiment !n Wurtem- 
burg for a new state cabinet, with 
Nationals and without Socialists, and 
possibly also without Democrats.

The friends of 
Mrs. Webb 
base 
their action on the fact that they 
claim Mrs. Webb, after she had been 
told she was dying, had made a state­ 
ment that she had been poisoneu and 
named the person who had given her 
the poison. 
It is said that when Dr. William J. 
Meyer fold Mrs. Webb yhe was dying 
she called to her the woman nurse, 
Mrs. Robert F. Johnstone, a friend 
since girlhood, and Dr. Meyer and in 
their presence made the statem ent 
she had been poisoned. 
It is held by 
legal advisers of the friends of the 
dead woman that this constituted a 
binding dying declaration within the 
intent of the law and that an arrest 
should follow.

“Money Is dreadfully scarce, paper 
is useless as no one will take It, es­ 
pecially up bere with all these tribes 
people. 
“I decided to risk it and make a 
dash for Ivachlmini:. In the heart of 
the wildest 
mountain ranges imag­ 
inable, to get funds to carry on the 
work and to sec* me through to wher­ 
ever God knows where I will emerge. 
“I had four Chinese drafts on the 
Lachlmlng salt mines from the Tall 
Salt office. 
Official Feared for His Life. 
“At first the Liklang official refused 
to give me an escort and said he 
feared for my life and would not let 
me go. 
Finally I said I must have 
money and I woald risk it. 
He gave 
me 
two opium sodden, 
disreputabo 
wretches of soldiers as escort*. 
They

pense. 
They were, of course, only to 
go as far as the next magistrate which 
is at Chien Ohioan. 
“There I got four soldiers as far 
as Lauding.

Corn yields can be increased more 
surely and cheaply by the use of good 
jn seed than in any other way, says the 
United State* Department of Agricul­ 
ture. 
Unless a community has an ex­ 
perienced and honest com breeder, the 
best place for the fumier to get seed 
corn is from the fields on his farm or 
in his neighborhood which were plant­ 
ed with a variety that has proved suc­ 
cessful in the locality. 
The time for 
selecting seed corn in the field ta al­ 
most here and preparations for han­ 
dling the seed should soon be under 
way. 
In selecting corn for seed, the ears 
should be taken from stalks which 
yield best in competition with others. 
Picking the seed corn direct from the 
field will give the farmer a chance 
to do this, and also to get ears that 
are free from disease and hang at a 
height convenient for husking. Droop­ 
ing ears which shed rain readily usual- 
bile in tile 
y to choose ears 
that are well protected from Insects 
by a long, tight husk covering. 
The same day the seed is gathered 
it should be hung in a dry, airy place. 
One of the best ways to cure seed corn 
Is to hang it from the rafters of a 
barn or open shed, care being taken

sufficient capital 
to finance a 
cam ­ 
paign of gambling which netted him 
the enorm ous sum of £100,000.

King 
J Louis XV, the plan for the form ation 
of a state bank with power to issue 
notes and accept 
deposits. 
It 
w as 
from the success of this that there 
arose the Idea for the M ississippi com ­ 
pany, an organization designed to ex­ 
ploit the entire territory of Louisiana. 
Shares in the company, originally pur­ 
chased for $500, rose to $18,000. But, 
before many months had passed, peo­ 
ple began 
to unload and 
soon the 
movement 
became 
a 
panic. 
With 
financial ruin staring France In the 
face, Law was forced to resign and to 
retire to Brussels. 
Ten years after the bursting of the 
most gigantic financial bubble in the
